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He  had  long  reimburfed  his  friends 
the  loan  they  had  furniflied  to  go¬ 
vernment;  and,  notwithftanding  the  cx- 
pences  of  his  pleai'ures  and  liberality,  he 
toiind  himfelf  at  length  in  polllilion  of  a* 
Iconliderablc  fortune.  With  thhs  money 
he  purchafed  a  competent  eftate,  and 
formed  the  defign  of  retiring  fronri  bufi- 
net's,  to  devote  himfelf  intirely  to  books 
and  philofophy.  But  in  order  to  render 
fuch  a  feheme  cprnpleat,  he  thought  a 
wife  nccetfary,*  whom  he  fliould  love, 
and  who  could  conform  her  mind  to 
[  that  kind  of  fcqueftered  life  which  had 
f  now  become  his  option. 

Among  the  intimates  of  Madame  dc 
j  Graffigni,  fo  w'cll  known  by  her  ebarm- 
i  jng  novel,  called  the Letter 
I  he  met  with  Mjdcmoifelle  de  Liguivilic, 
I  and  w'as  ttruck  with  her  beauty,  and 
lively  turn  of  converfation ;  but  foibore, 
however,  to  mark  any  particular  atten¬ 
tion  towards  her,  till  he  ftiquld  be  able 
to  frame  a  more  certain  opinion  of  her 
charader  and  temper.  He  endeavoured 
to  pals  as  much*  of  his  time  in  her  com¬ 
pany  as  ke  could;  liked  her  better  upon 
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acquaintance;  and  after  about  a  year’s 
obfervation  and  rtfiedion,  having  found 
her  to  be  a  perfon  of  an  elevated  mind^ 
but  free  from  pride;  that  fhc  lullainrd  a 
low  fortune  with  all  proper  decorum, 
and  appeared  to  have  a  proper  fpirit,' 
and  benevolence  of  heart,  atiorned  with 
the  moft  perfed  innocence  and  fimplici- 
ty  of  manners,  he  made  her  an  offer  of 
his  hand,  which  was  readily  accepted.  • 

But,,  before  his  marriage,  hc.refigned 
the  poft  of  farmer  general,  and  purcha- 
led,  at  the  1  cqucit  of  his  father,  the  office 
of  fteward  of  the  queen’s  houfftold* 
He  was  as  little  formed  for  the  court  asr 
for  the  finances,  but  was  gratefully  at¬ 
tached  to  her  majelty’s  fei^icc.  She  had 
a  particular  effeem  for  him,  both  <»n  ac¬ 
count,  of  his  genius  and  his  worth  ;  and 
maniftffed  her  regard  towards  him  upon 
all  occafiuns.  lie  had  not  as  many  ctic- 
mies  at  court  as  he  merited,  tor  it  waa 
fomc  time  before  they  began  to  rejlnt 
his  talents  and  his  virtues.  His  em¬ 
ployment  required  but  little  attendance 
there,  and  left  him  at  liberty  to  dedicate 
bis  leifure  to  his  literary  and  philofophic 
purfuits. 

In  the  month  of  July  1751,  he  marri¬ 
ed  Madciuoifclle  dc  Liguivilic,  and  rc« 
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twfd  immediately  after  to  his  eftate  at 
Vore\  He  carritd  along  with  him  the 
two  fccretaiie*  he  had  employed  while 
he  wat  a  farmer-general.  T  hey  were 
ufclcfs  to  him  now,  but  it  was  enough 
that  he  was  ncccflary  to  them. 

One  of  them,  named  Hauast,  was  of 
a  morofe, envious, and  (atcaftical  nature. 
^|)on  the  prefumpUon^  o|  his  having 
Ic^own  M.  Helvetiiis  from  a  child,  he 
\ifcd  thehbfity  of  treating  him  generally 
as  an  over- bearing  pedagogue  is  apt  to 
behave  towards  his  pupil.  One  of  hia 
impcrtinenciep  fomciinicb  w’as,  to  enter 
into  a  difculhon  with  his  indulgent 
tnafter,  upon  the  fubje^  of  his  condud:, 
charadcr,  Irdenti,  and  writings,  which 
ufiftlly  ended  in  foroe  fatiric.11  Itridurc 
on  one  or  more  of  thcle  intertlling  arti¬ 
cles.  Hclvctius  always  lillencd  to  him 
with  the  m..ft  philol'opbic  paticiicc;  and 
afitr  he  had  quilted  the  room,  he  would 
fjj to  his  wire,  “  hit  polliblc.  Madam, 

‘  that  !  fhoiild  have  all  ihoie  dcled.Nand 
‘  toiblcs  which  Baudot  has  reproached 
‘  me  with  ?  1  hope  not ;  but  it  is  proba- 

*  ble,  at  UaA,  that  1  may  be  luLlc  to 
‘  iome  of  them;  and  who  have  I  to  ad- 

*  monilh  me  if  Baudot  did  net  take  the 
‘  trouble  of  doing  fo?” 

This  meft  excellent  man  occupied  hU 
reliiemenl  ii»  perftding  his  works,  in  for¬ 
warding  the  induftry  of  his  tenants  by 
benefactions,  and  in  the  fondeft  attention 
and  regard  to  bis  beloved  wife.  lie  might 
have  juAly  faid,  as  lord  }>)linghroke 
did,  in  one  of  his  letters  to  Swift,  That 
‘  abnndaiK'c  of  love,  which  1  formerly 
^  ftluandercd  upon  the  fex,  is  now  de- 

*  voted  folely  to  my  wife.” 

In  the  year  1755,  his  father  died, 
whofe  lofs  he  moft  fuicerely  lamented; 
and  pcrh.ap8  the  more  fo,  as  this  was 
the  firA  misfortune  he  had  ever  fuftarned 
in  life.  He  refufed  taking  poffefiton  of 
the  |Mtrimory  which  had  devolved  to 
him,  refrgning  it  inlirtly  to  his  mother, 
and  gave  himfrlf  up  fn  much  to  grief, 
that  it  fufpended  his  Audits  for  a  confi- 
derablctime. 

At  length  he  renewed  them  again, 
and  in  the  vear  1758  publifhed  his  work 
upon  the  Human  Underftanding,  after 
the  moilel  of  Locke's  Treat ife  on  the 
fame  fubieCt,  11  hinted  at  brf»»re.  ]  Ajall 
forbear  prving  any  character  or  analyfis 
of  that  bock,  or  of  any  of  ihrsauth^’s 
writings  here,  refervirg  thofe  fubjects 
to  I  more  Icifure  time  hereafter. 

AU  liUill  fay  about  the  werk  at  pre- 


fent,  is,  th.it  as  it  combated  many  pni» 
judices,  both  of  philolophy-and  religion,, 
to  which,  in  general,  the  world  is  apt  to 
be  too  fupcrftilioufly  attached,  it  pr<H 
▼ok^d  the  malice  of  many  enemies 
gainft  the  author. 

This  book  raifed  a  perfccution  againft 
Helvetiiis  iti  Fr-nice,  from  thc  jcfoiri  aiid 
Janfcnilta  both,  wfto,  thoughigjcat 
verlaries  before,  concurred  in  this  point*. 
One  of  the  former,  an  inlidaous  friend 
of  hi»,  of  twciUy  year^  Handing,  think* 
iiig  it  would  redound  to  his  fame-  if  he. 
could  bring  fo  eminent  a  plwlofophe'r to* 
retract  his  maxims,  firA  inAigated  a  pro- 
fecution  againA  him,  and  -then  intreated 
him  motl  earntAly  to  (ign  'a 
brought  him  for  this  purpofe;  aiT4M|P 
him,  that  his  order  had  only  joined  in 
the  fuit  by  way  of  forcing  him  into  fuch  - 
a  retraction,  to  fave  him  from  the  fury 
of  the  other  feCl,  who  would  have  hiitt 
burnt  alive,  as  his  book  had  been  juS 
tlicn  ferved  at  Rome. 

M. .  Iklvetius  peremptorily  refufed* 
this  propofal,  but  otTered  to  fign  a  Icpa* 
rale  paper,  containing  an  extraCt  takca 
from  the  preface  to  the  work  already 
publiAied,  where  he  had  faid  that  “  if,- 
‘  contrary  to  his  intention,  any  one  of  * 

‘  his  principles  might'  not  be 

*  conformaWe  to  the  common  interclls’ 

‘  of  mankind,  he  declared,  before- bAJld*' 

‘  lh.it  he  would  difavow  it;  and  that,  ^ 

*  without  affirming  the  truth  of  any  of- 

‘  his  maxims,  all  he  fhould  pretend  to*  j 

*  aniwer  for,  was  the  uprightnefs  andy 
‘  and  purity  of  his  intentions.** 

But  this  w'ould  not  fuHlciently  anfwer’ 
the  intercAed  zeal  of  the  officious  pricAj^r- 
and  he  applied  to  tlie  wife  of  Helvetius  * 

.  to  fecond  him  in  a  matter  of  fo  mudF*^ 
confequence  to  her  hulband.  He  found^i 
her  alfo  equally  refolotc.  She  faid,  J 
-  that  "  ohey^  not  to  diHatCj  •tvm  thi-> 

‘  province  and  duty  of  a  nuife ;  and* 

‘  that  ihc  was  ready  to  accompany 
‘  hulband  and  her  children  intiiexik^ 

‘  whgnever  the  Aales  Ihould  decree  it.**" 

He  fucceeded  better  with'  Madame 
Helvctiws,  the  mother,  who,  in  conctMr*-  - 
rence  with  the  queen,  ufed  all  their  folt-'*^ 
citations  with  him;  but  to  no 
He  thought  that  he  hadexprefled  him-' 
fclf  with  Inch  a  rcfcrvc  and  deference  ifi- 
the  work  itfelf,  as  fliould  have  defended*^^ 
him  from  all  cenfurc ;  bclidcs  his  havrag;!¥ 
conf.irmed  it>  the  legal  rule  of  public*-^* 
tion,  by  having  fubmitted  the 
feript  to  the  itiipeCUon  of  the 
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ofe  approbation  or  pcrmlifion  was 
ordingfy  prefixed. 

Thip  latter  part  of  his  defence  was 
Ken  advantage  of:  they*  told  hinnt  that 
3wcvcr  he  might  efcape  biml'elf,  upon 
ich  a  plea,  M.  Tcrcicr,  the  licenfcr, 
ull  fall  a  facrifice  in  his  place.  This 
lovcd  him;  that  perfon  was-a  man  of 
orth,  and  his  particular  friend,  /ff- 
f^ion  is  nxiorth  an  hundred  argu^ 
\enf*.  He  figned  the  paper,  to  lave 
15  fiiend. 

This  fubmiflion  fatisfied  the  '  people^ 
lit  appeared  not  the  prtsfts.  They 
rocured  his  difmiffal  from  the  poft  of 
eward  of  the  queen’s  houfliold,  though 
t  had  fairly  purchafed  the  place ;  hut 
z  was  rendered  (till  iBprc  unhappy,  by 
aring  tfiaf  W.  Tewler  wSS  Hkewil'e 
feharged  from  his  prefe rmeat,  as  fe- 
ctary  for  foreign  affairs. 

Thefe  were  the  contrivanees  of  the' 
fuits,  who,  however,  refted  there; 
t  the  Janftni/ts  cbofe  to  carry  their 
fentment  further.  They  prevailed 
on  the  parliament  of  Paris,  few  of 
iom4iad  read,  and  fewcr'HiU  had  un- 
rftood  a  word  of  the  hook,  to  dlrc^  a 
ofecution  both  againft  Hclvetiusand 
ercicr.  But  an  arret  of  council,  re¬ 
aming  them  from  any  sdt  in  this  bufi- 
fs,  except  f'upprcffing  the  irapreflion, 
:kily  laved  both  the  author  and  the 
rnfer. 

He  ufually  pad  the  greateft  part  of  the 
ar  at  his  eftatc  of  Vore^  A  fond  huf- 
nd  and  an  afiedionate  father,  he  was 
ppy  in  the  fociety  of  bis  wife  and 
ildren,  and  there  enjoyed  all  the  plea- 
res  of  domefiic  life  ;  which  com  pro* 
nd  every  thing  within  the  compafs  of 
uman  felicity.  The  happinefs  df  this 
mdy  was  taken  notice  of, -even  by 
ofe  whpfe  cbarmdiirs  were  the^lealh 
fccptible  of  fuch  iciitimeiits.  'K'ladf^ 
jhion  once  faid,oD  fpenkingof  tbervig 
This  oouple  do  not  pronounce  the 
words,  MEf  hu/bMnd%  fny  nuifs,  rny 
children^  in  ibe  fame  manner  that 
other  people  do.” 

Were  I  to  enumerate  the  (irvcril  ion 
snees  of  this  extraordinary  man’s  con¬ 
oid  in  life,  it  would  fwell  theie  me¬ 
moirs  to  a  greater  bulk  than  would  be 
onvenient  for  the  compels  of  fuch  m 
kUication  as  the  prefent;  and  -indeed, 
c  articles  which  I  forbear  here  to  re- 
tc,  might  with  better  effed  be  transfer- 
d  to  a  common- place  hook,  ^d  claf- 
'  under  Uk  heads  uf  hupnAnUiib  gcac*« 


rofity,  benevolence,  charity  and  for- 
gtvenefs."  However,  in  reference  to  thg 
Isddiltindion,  I  cannot  refrain  from  tel¬ 
ling  one  anecdote  to  prove  the  noble- 
net's  of  his  foul. 

That  very  prieft,  whohad  firft  framedi 
the  profecutron  againft  him,  as  already 
related,  who  had  betrayed  bis  refoluttoit 
into  a  recantation  of  his  philofophtp 
principles,  by  alarming  him  with  thq 
danger  of  hit  friend,  and  was  the  chief 
inftrument  of  their  l^th  berng  deprive^ 
of  their  employ),  happened  to  be,  fome 
time  after,  reduced  to  fuch  ftraits,  that 
his  creditors  had  thrown  him  into  goal. 
Hdvetius,  upon  hearing  of  his  difirefs* 
lent  him.  fifty /^«//  d’ar/,  bythe  hands 
of  a  third  perfon,  whom  he  enjoined  tm 
fccrcfy ;  “  for,  laid  he,  as  he  muft  be 

*  confeious  how  much  he  has  injured 

*  n\tf/uch  a  iindn^fs  as  this  from  ms, 

might  be  too  humiliating^  and  maka 

‘  him  receive  the  gift  rather  as  a  mos*

The  bigots  of  the  age  have  urged 
charge  againi^  this  moft  excellent  perfon, 
as  haviug  had  no  faith,  cither  in  natu^ 
ral  or  revealed  religion;  which  they 
•pretend  to  prove:  from  his  writings,  per¬ 
haps  ill  underftood.  But  if  atbeifm  is  _ 
capable  of  producing  fuch  virtues,  one  * 
might  be  apt  to  fu^e^,  that  there  may 
be  one  palTage  to  Heaven  ftill  left  openi 
which  divines  have  never  dreamt 
even  -through  the  portal  of  infidelity,  " 

In  the  year  lyfis*  his  curiofity  led  bins 
over  to  England  to  vifit  a  nation  to 
which  the  reft  of  Europe  have  been  fo 
much  indebted  for  their  improveroenli 
dn  arts,  feiences,  and  pbilofophy.  Ho 
was  defirous  of  obferving  upon  the  good| 
.effects  of  thole  laws,  and  that  conftitu- 
.tion  of  government,  to  which  Britain 
owes  both  its  glory  and  its  great nefa. 
^e  was  received  in  London  by  the  king, 
the  nobility,  and  the  moft  diftinguilh^ 
perfons  of  literature  hi  the  kingdom,  hi 
a  manner  which  his  prececdtng  fame  had 
.well  entitled  him  to.

The  26th‘  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1771,  he  was  fnatched  from  his  fa¬ 
mily  and  hi'  friends,  from  philofophy 
and  the  poor,  aged  57,  w'anting  a  month.

'•HE  author,  from  whom  I  have  taken 
my  fubjfvft,  was  a  moft  accurate 

I  judge  of  men  and  manners.  He  was 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  fprings  of 
ai^tion,  together  with  their  various  move¬ 
ments;  and  pi'AfelTed  the  talent  lb  ill i- 
ning,  but  fo  rare,  of  imperceptibly  open¬ 
ing  a  paflage  to  the  human  heart.  He 
Could  fmile,  and  tell  you  your  faults; 
and  undoubtedly  added  addrefs  to  the 
higheft  degree  of  inlinualion  and  art. 
Tlie  hippy  turns  of  e'xpreflion,  the  fine 
thoughts,  and  beautiful  lelfons  of  mora¬ 
lity,  to  beTuund  in  the  odes  of  that  au¬ 
thor,  who  was  poflclTed  of  fuch  an  ele¬ 
gant  genius,  juftly  iniitle  him  to  an  un¬ 
rivalled  fame  few  lyric  poetry,  and'tranf- 
mit  his  name  to  poftcrity  with  that  ve¬ 
neration  which  at  once  challenges  our 

I  wonder  and  applaufe.  He  himfclf  pre¬ 
dicted  that  he  Ihoukl  be  read  in  every 
country;  and  his  works,  more  durable 
th  in  brafs,  Ihr.ll  be  held  up  from  age  to 
age  as  a  pcrftbt  model,  yielding  frefli 
I  pieafure  and  delight;  and  bis  fame  lhail 
terminate  only  with  the  world. 

Whoever  fits  down  with  an  intention 
j  ferioufly  to  furvey  the  folly  and  vanity 
of  human  life,  cannot  be  infenfible  to  a 


temper  more  humanized  and  foftened,' 
and  of  the  niceft  fcnfibility,  is  attended 
\%nth  uneafinefs,  and  frequently  with 
pain. '  No  wonder,  then,  that  the  philo* 
fopher  of  old,  when,  upon  a  clofler  vie¥r 
of  the  violent  paflions  and  turbulent 
difpofitions  of  men,  he  found  himfelt* 
unable  to  ftem  the  rapidity  of  the  tor¬ 
rent,  or  to  get  the  better  of  his  delicate  . 
feelings,  was  perpetually  diflblved  in 
tears.  Hiftory  charges  hcrfclf  with  the 
relation  of  the  great  crimes  or  great  vir¬ 
tues  of  mankind :  Satire  inveighs  againft 
their  follies  and  enormities:  but  thefe 
higher  walks  are  marked  cut  for  the  few 
who  tread  the  delightful  regions  of 
feience,  or  afeend  the  mountain  of  the 
Mules.  My  intention  at  prefent  is  only' 
to  refute  that  vulgar  error,  which  makes 
birth,  riches  and  honours  to  be  infepara- 
bly  connected  with  the  qualities  of  the 
mind;  or,  in  other  words,  that  they  who 
poflefs  large  fortunes  enjoy  mental  ac- 
cornpliDiments  in  an  equal  degree.  Od' 
the  contrary,  it  will  be  eafy  to  prove, 
that  the  temptations  of  the  rich  are  nu¬ 
merous,  and  their profufion  great;  and 
confeqaently  that  the 'improvement  of 
their  minds  is  almoft  totally  negledled. 

'I.  T^e  eyes  of  the  vulgar  arc  dazzled 
with  a  fplcndid  equipage,  with  power  or 
authority,  with  external  pomp  or  pa¬ 
rade;  who,  unaccoltomcd  to  thought  or 
[knetration  themfclves,  and  therefore 
incapable  of  Judging,  never  hefitate  to 
pronounce  in  favours  of  the  darling  of 
fortune,  and  pretend  to  decide  in  a  mat¬ 
ter  about  which  they  are  as  ignorant'aa 
a  blind  man  is  of  colours.  If  we  have 
rccourfe  to  experience,  we  will  imme¬ 
diately  perceive  the  falfehood  of  their 
conceptions,  and  the  weaknefs  of  their 
judgments.  ‘  The  minion  of  fortune  it 
almoll  univerfally  charaefterifed  by  igno¬ 
rance,  indolence  or  folly ;  and,  if  be  caa 
cad  a  few  accounts,  or  fign  his  name 
like  a  gentleman,  he  has  arrived  at  a  high 
degree  of  perfedtibn.  His  brain  foon  rc^ 
ceives  the  intoxication  of  being  born  to 
an  elUte ;  and,  l>efore  he  arrives  at  the 
age  of  puberty,  his  head  is  filled  with 
ideas  of  diflipation  and  gallantry.  He 
lungs  exceedingly  for  the  arrival  of  that 
period,  w^hen,  broke  Idore  from  all  rc« 
ftraint,  he  ihall  launch  forth 'into  the 
world  with  the  moft  unbounded  liberty. 
He  is  all  on  fire;  his  paflions  catch  the 


high  degree  of  chagrin  and  difguft,  iufedion;  and  never  once,  till  far  ad - 
which  may  Tome  times  be  couftrued  into  vanced  in  life,  is  be  fubjedt  to  the  co'u- 
laiiaathrapy.  Ou  the  other  baud,  a  troul  of  reafeo.*  $uch  a  ebarador  t|| 
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e?.r(l  atr.idft  the  hurry,  and  pomp,  and 
!  ittcry  f/f  a  court,  never  fails  to  allonilh 
liecrimin.^l  wi;h  the  molt  alarming  rc- 
ncfeiUatioiis  of  his  fecret  crimes  or 
>)>en  enormities.  Let  him  mount  ii- 
►on  horfehack,  ordefeend  into  the  bra- 
rrn-prowed  velTel,  he  cannot  fiy  from 
rimfclf:  there  too  is  gloomy  ai'xiety 
ind  corroding  care,  fwifter  than  the 
(  cr,  fleeter  than  the  wiad,  as  the  poet 
autifully  cxpreflcs  it. 

But  the  eclat  of  birth  and  quality  is  a 
ere  fnauovi',  a  pliant oin  of  the  imagi- 
at  ion,  unlefa  accompanied  with  other 
tnes  which  exalt  the  character,  and 
t've  the  ornament  of  human  natuie. 

who  values  himfelf  folely  on  account 
t  hi.'  biith,  is  certainly  a  moft  infignih- 
nnt  creature;  the  affectation  appears  in 
isloole-s,  in  his  words,  and  in  all  his  ae¬ 
ons.  It  argues  great  wcaknefs,  and 
nders  lilm  a  proper  o^jedt  of  ridicule, 
uch  a  faadow'  as  this,  in  one  of  king 
h.irlcs’s  parliaments,  rifing  up  to  f()eak, 
gin  with  the  ft'llowirg  pompous  in- 
odu^fion:  “  Mr  Speaker,  I  had  the  ho¬ 
ur  to  be  born  at  a  time  - - ”  He  w-as 

terrupted  by  a  rough,  but  honetl  coun- 
y  gentleman,  who  fubjoined,  “  1  beg 
know  what  that  gentleman  means, 
there  a  member  in  this  houfe  who  has 
ot  had  the  honour  to  be  born  as  well* 
he?”— Thus  much  with  regard  to  the 
tolerable  vanity  of  thofe  who  plume 
cmlelvcs  fingly  upon  their  birth,  which 
ver  fails  to  roufe  the  indignation  of* 
cry  man  of  fenfe. 

With  regard  to  the  intclledrua!  enjoy- 
ents  of  thofe  who  have  been  fondled 
the  lap  of  fortune;  were  we  poflefled 
f  Gyges’s  ring  mentioned  by  tiie  great 
Oman  orator;  and,  by  turning  the  (lone 
f  it  to  the  palm  of  our  hands,  could- 
ndcr  oiirfelvek  invibble  to  all  around 
s,  we  ftiould  then  have  the  faireft  op- 
ortiinity  of  putting  an  end  toaquef- 
ou  fo  long  in  agitation.  'Here  a  new 
ene  opens  to  us.  The  unmanly  con- 
rfation,  and  trivial  icmarks  of  the  ad- 
ired  favourite,  furnilh  us  with  a  fu»’C 
litcrion  by  wiiich  we  may  determine 
ith  regard  to  the  debility  of  his  under- 
anding.  Though  he  has  made  fome 
Kigrcla  in  the  art  of  cookery,  can  adjuft 
lady’s  breaft  knot,  or  pay  her  an  un-* 
eaning  compliment,  or  inform  her  of 
e  drets  that  bid  fuits  her  complexion, 
t  will  not,  on  that  account,  ftand  higher 
our  atfedions.  \Vc  fliall  be

^f^HK  Britifli  conftitution,  fo  far  as  3 
A  underhand  the  fabric,  confifts  of 
three  prerogatives that  of  the  people,! 
that  of  the  crown,  and  the  third,  that 
the  law',  as  equilibria,  holding  the  ba-^ 
larce,and  adjntling  the  compaisofpovcer 
within  certain  limits,  retraining  the  othei^ 
two  prerogatives  fo  as  to  prevent  th<r 
one  from  encroaching  upon  the  other- 
— So  far  is  this  true  in  f,t4l,  that  wo 
have  knowi  of  encroachments  attempted^ 
by  the  prerogative  pow’er  lodged  in  thc( 
crown  upon  Liberty,  the  prert'gative  of 
the  people :  but  fuch  attempts  have  beert 
checked  and  chaftiled  by  the  cquilibriflr 
prerogative,  fupported  by  the  natural 
ftrength  of  the  popular  prerogative:  and? 
we  have  likewife  heard  of  liberty  atr 
tempting  to  preferibe  to  the  regal  psC'* 
rogative;  but  ihe  Iwlancing  power,  ex¬ 
erting  itfelf  w’ith  vigour,  ftiund  no  diflfi- 
culty  in  reprcftlngthe  attempt;  fo  that^ 
imlcfs  the  popular  and  regal  prerogative^ 
were  to  unite  againll  the  balancing  pow¬ 
er,  the  Britilh  fyftem  of  government  cam. 
be  in  no  danger.  -But  as  liberty,  and^ 
no  liberty,  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  coin¬ 
cide,  except  in  the  hands  of  a  CromwellJ 
we  need  be  in  no  apprehenfion  of  danger 
from  thefe  to  our  harpy  conftitution. 

But  alas  !  Mr  Publilher,  what  (halU 
we  fay  of  human  frailty,  which  bring^- 
the  enemy  to  our  gates?

Sir,  that  thi^ 
all  conquering  enemy  had  fuccelsfully 
invaded  our  ncTthcrn  hcmifphcre;  and, 
for  your  farther  intelligence,  p'^aiw  know,, 
that  the  ploughman  I  have  feen,  a  few 
years'ago.  With  his  bonnet,  and  garb’oi 
his  wife’s  own  fpinning,  freding.op  rgsft 
and  cat  -  meal  bread,,  or  gruel ;  thh  fcxj 
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plnughm.m  now  with  his  !nt 

Aiul  of  rneiifii  bro.id  cloth,  snd 

drinks  liis  tea. with  his  wife  and  daii^jh- 
ters,  cUil  in  fiU,  ihcir  h*jads  covered 
V'ith  pyramids  of  miilTin,  varicp:Rted  with 
ribbons,  in  phee  of  the  aiild  bcots  linen 
g^'yCkc  rnony  :  ^.iy,  Mr  Pubiilher,  1  can 
rdVarc  yen,  that  i  n  b'nndJ>s,  in  the  kirk, 
\ou  conid  not,  from  appearance  and 
drefs,  dilfinxuiih  with  precilion  between 
the  tcinnt,  his  wife  and  dau^^hters,  and 
the  land,  his  laily  and  daughters,  only 
that  the  tenant’s  daughter’s  heads  are 
often  the  bighe.l!  1  refer  to  yon,  Mr 
}hiblillier,  how  far  tliis  may  l>e  a  rcafon 
lor  augmentation  of  jcnts,  the  low  clafi 
of  tenant  h  bring  A  ill  in  mifery. 

This  intfUigenee,  Sir,  !  give  you  with 
fame  rciuCtince,  becaufc  1  am  much 
concerned  at  its  being  too  true,  and 
much  afraid  of  its  conTcquences  to  the 
private  and  public  interefl.  —  I'roin  all 
hifit'rians,  facred  and  pio.ane,  we  learn, 
that  luxury  and  iliinoation  are  eonium- 
inatcs  of  vaniiy  and  vice;  and  yet  we 
nre  to  fubmilfive  to  the  enemy,  as  to 
call  it  virtue  rctined — by  wht)mf*  by  our 
philofophcrs  and  etfay  writers  on  mora¬ 
lity,  men  of  genius  and  elevrded  ideas, 
who  tine  and  rctinc  virtue,  I'pimiing  a 
thread  focxquifile  as  to  be  imperceptible  ; 
arivl  the  lubilar.ce  being  waited  in  the 
priKcfs,  the  fr.adow,  as  in  the  fable,  is 
prefented  to  us  for  an  idol  tube  worlhip- 
ped. — Have  we  not  reafon,  Sir,  to  fuf- 
pc'Ct  that  theic  lehncrs  have  opened  our 
doors  to  the  enemy,  and  to  believe  that 
ciK  mill  approaches  ! 

“  Virtue  and  vice  are  empire’s  life 
and  ileath,  lays  Dr  Young  — “  The 
ball  of  empire  may  roll  welUvard  and 
ftop  in  America,  a  world  unknown  when 
Kome  was  in  its  meridian  glory ;  a  world 
th.t  may  fave  the  tears  of  fome  future 
Akxar.iler,  fays  Lool  Corker”  And,  if 
we  coittiniie  to  be  votaries  to  luxury 
and  dillipation,  kmie  future  Alexander 
«'t  Biiiain  may  rind  eaufe  to  tiled  tears, 
not  indeed  for  an  empire  to  coiu;ucr, 
but  an  empire  lolt,  fays

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tages  of  education  afforded  in  his*olrwi* 
country,  and  in  England  and  Fraoct, 
Study  made  him  learned,  and  the  fadiioD 
of  the  times  a  difputanr.  His  logical 
treaiifes  form  one  immenfe  folio;  bill 
commentary  on  Ariflotlck'*  phylics  thaket  I 
another;  and  his  theological  works a« 
mount  to  feveral  volumes  of  the  fame  | 
fize.  Thefe  mafics  of  crude  and  ufe- 
Icfs  uirijuifition,  were  the  admiration  of 
his  cotemporaiies.  A  work,  lefs  prized 
in  his  own  age,  was  to  make  him  known 
to  poftcrity.  *  i 

His  buck  “  De  Geltis  Scotorum,’* 
was  f.rlt  puhliflied  at  Paris  by  Badiut 
Afcenlius,  in  the  year  1521.  He  rejects 
in  it  fame  of  the  fidions  of  former  hif- 
torians;  and  wouia  Imve  liad  greater 
merit  if  he  had  rejected  more.  He  in¬ 
tern. ingles  the  hiittiry  of  England  with 
that  or  Scotland;  and  has  iircurred  the 
cenfure  of  fome  partial  writers,  for  giv¬ 
ing  an  authority  to  the  authors  of  the 
former  nation,  which  he  refufes  to  thofe 
ofl.isown.  Bede,  Caxton,  and  Froif- 
lard,  were  exceedingly  ufeful  to  him. 
'I'o  the  firft  and  the  lail,  he  akn»wledget 
his  obligations  with  a  proper  refped. 
Hut,  though  infinitely  more  indebted  to 
Cixton  than  the  other  two,  he  takes 
frequent  occafioii  to  quarrel  with  him; 
and,  like  fome  modern  fabricators  of 
hillory,  he  fee  ms  to  have  thought;  it 
would  redound  moft  to  hia  praife,  not 
to  be  too  accurate  in  referring  to  the 
real  fources  of  his  information. 

\M'.ar  docs  the  greateft  honour  to  this 
author  is,  the  freedom  with  which  he 
has  cenfured  the  rapacity  and  indolence 
of  eccleliaflics,  and  the  ftrain  of  ridicule 
with  which  he  treats  the  pope’s  ftipre- 
niacy.  The  flile  in  which  he  wrote  does 
not  deferve  commendation.  Bilhop 
Spoilt  wood  calls  it  Sorbonic^  and  bar¬ 
barous. 

Hector  Boecf.,  principal  of  the 
King's- college i  Aberdeen, 

Studied  with  appiaufe  in  the  univerfi- 
ty  of  Paris.  It  was  there  he  became 
acquainted  with  Erafmus,  and  laid  the 
foundation  of  a  trieiidfhip  which  was  fo 
honourable  to  him.  He  owed  his  prin¬ 
cipality  to  tl'.c  favour  of  bifliop  Elphin* 
ftonc ;  and  gtaiiiuue  engaged  him  to 
write,  with  particular  attention,  the  life 
of  that  prelate.  It  appeared  in  bM  hif* 
lory  of  the  diocefe  of  Aberdeex^  and 
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Tif  bf  confidercd,  perhaps,  as  the  moft 


In  the  1574.  it  underwent  a  fe- 
P^’^’voiid  iinpreiTion,  and  wati  emiched  with 
he  eighreciith  and  a’part  of  the 

ineteeiith.  A  farther  continnation  of 
;  was  executed  by  Joannes  Ferrerius 
Pedemontanus.. 

Boecc  has  been  compared,  and  not 
ithout  reafen,  to  Get  tiVey  of  Mon- 
nonth.  He  had  a  pr^iocnlity  to  lablc 
nd  exaggeratioji a  tauk  which  the  c- 
egance  of  his  exort Ihon  does  not  com- 
enfate.  His  judgment  was  not  equal 
o  his  genius;  and  his  fictions  at  an  liiflo- 
ian  are  a  contraft  to  his  piobily  as  a 
man. 

John*  Ballcndcn,  archdeacon  of  Mur- 
av,  tranflaied  his  hiftoty  into  the  Scot- 
ifii  language,  at  the  dtlirc  of  James  V. 
i  his  trauflaiion  William  ilarrifon  con- 
fcrled,  though  with  many  inaperfedtiont, 
nto  Bngliih;  aiid  his  ailbciate  Hoiling- 
bed  publidied  his  work  in  his  chroni- 
le,  with  additions  and  imorovemei.ts 
the  ingenious  Francis  Thyniie;  of 
vhofe  compofition  it  is  not  incurious  to 
emark,  that  the  uncattrated  copies  of 
hat  work  contain  four  difeourfes,  which 
re  not  peihaps  the  lefs  valuabltt  bc- 
aufe  they  gave  c-tTeiice  to  men  in  pow- 
r.  Ileariie,  wiio,  after  much  anxious 
carch,  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet 
ith  two  copies  ot  Hollingihed  that  had 
ot  fullered  mutilation,  lias  tranferibed 
leir  titles.  The  inquifitivc  reader  may 
lot  be  difpleaied  that  we  mention  them, 
he  f.rff  wa-s,  A  difcourfc  of  the  earU  i>f 
eictller  by  fucce>li.in :  the  fecond, 
^riie  lives  of  the  Archbifhops  of  Cauter- 
urv;  the  third,  A  treatife  of  the  Lord 
obhanis:  the  fourth.  The  catalogue  of 
he  Loicl  Wardens  of  the  Cinque- ports, 
nd  Conllahles  of  Dovcr-calllc,  as  well 
n  the  time  of  kiiig  Edward,  lurnamed 
the  C'onkflcr,  as  fince  the  reign  of  the 
or.queror. 

Ames  Laing,^?  Do^^ir  cf  the  Sor- 
bonne. 

With  uncommon  erudition,  and  great 
now  ledge  in  iheoKigy,  bad  the  mittor- 
unc  to  be  a  violent  enemy  to  the  refor- 
crs.  He  wrote  two  books  of  their 
ives  and  actions,  wd:h  a  virulence  and 
nvevftlvc  which  no  difference  of  religious 
entiment  can  j'uffify.  A  good  man  may 
ave  a* regret  that  all  the  wgrld'are  nut 
VoL.

of  the  fame .  perfnafion  with  himfelf; 
but,  if  he  is  not  tin^ured  with  fup**rfti- 
tion,  he  will  not  fancy  that  every  iudi4 
vidiial  mutt  be  excluded  from  happinefs*. 
whole  creed  is  not  exactly  the  tame 
with  that  which  he  has  embraced.* 
With  prejudices  unworthy  of  .1  phihifo- 
piicr,  this  d(K'tor  of  ilit  Sorbonne  hail  ail 
Ihr  florcs  and  advauuges  wiiich  reading, 
can  gi\e.  VV’iiii  a  total  w'ant  of  ciiarity, 
for  the  opinions  of  other  men,  hia  file; 
was  irreproachable.  lie  detefted  the 
reformed  as  heretics,  but  he  lighted  na 
fires  to  dtltroy  them. 

Dr  Robert  Turner. 

A  youth’ of  mere  amufement  and  fro^ 
lie  did  not,  in  this  inau,‘  terminate  ill 
habitual  idlcners  or  vice.  It  fublidecl 
into  refledion,  and  the  love  of  the  arts* 
France  and  Italy  gave  him  his  educa¬ 
tion.  The  levcre  ftudy  of  theology,’ 
which  he  began  at  rather  a  late  hour,  he 
tempered  with  the  more  agreeable  one 
of  hittoi  y  and  politics.  .  His  firfi  honours 
he  owed  to  the  former and  he  w'ai 
ftlll  more  indebted  to  the  latter.

tles ;  and  a  life  of  Edmund  Cainpian  the 
Jefuit. 

Mr  Henry  Scrimzeor,’ 

.  Taught  the  civil  law  at  G^'neva  witiV 
high  rcpnlation ;  and  his  knowledge  ot* 
languages  wa^  nut  lels*-  exquiliie  than 
hif*  fkili  in  jnrifprudciice.  -The  pirrulent^ 
Thuanus,  C.iiaub«)n,  and  Henry  Ste¬ 
phen,  have  written  in  his  commerda- 
tion  ;  and  Cujacius  laid  of  him,  that  ho 
never  once  went  fiom  his  cmnpany 
wiliioni  ha'  ing  learned  fomething.  He- 
puhiiihe!  a  much  valued  edition- oC 
tlie  I^oveU;  and  he  wrote  notes  on  (e- 
veral  clndlcal  aiili.ors,  the  fate  of  whicU 
is  not  clearly  known.

LaJUy,  Tlicrc  are  no  titled,  proud 
lords  in  North  America,  to  tyrannize 
over  the  lower  clafs  of  people,  men  being 
there  more  upon  a  level,  and  more  va¬ 
lued  in  proportion  to  their  abilities  than 
they  arc  in  Scotland. 

Such  were  the  reafons  given  by  thefe 
people  for  leaving  their  native  country.—

1HAVE  jufl  now  been  reading  over 
that  learned  work  No.  III.  of  the 
Edinburgh  Magazine:  As  I  know,  Mr 
Printer,  that  you  and  your  fenfible  cor- 
refpondents  are  perfons  who  underftand 
^proper  Englilh,!  cannot  come  to  a  better 
hand  than  to  you  to  a(k  the  juft  inter¬ 
pretation  of  one  word  1  met  with  in  that 
performance,  p.  114.  It  is  uncajtrated, 
i  looked  into  Johnfon,  but  could  not 
tind  this  word:  1  found  indeed  to  caf 
tratfi  which  the  author  of  that  Di(ffio-. 
nary  interprets,  “  To  take  away  the 
obfeene  parts  of  a  writing.’*  Uncaf  ra¬ 
ted  muft  therefore  be  ufed  by  the  Maga¬ 
zine  Authors  to  mean  a  writing,  the  ob- 
fccne  parts  of  which  are  not  taken  away. 
Now,  let  us  apply  this  to  the  work  of 
Avhich  thofe  Reviewers  are  talking ;  it  is 
Hollingihed’s  ^Cln  onicle  :  What  pedan¬ 
tic  ftuff  is  here  1  Do  thefe  gentlemen 
Reviewers  think  to  impofe  upon  honeft 
people  in  this  manner,  by  the  pollution 
x)f  the  Engllfti  language?

We  muft  not  condemn  every  pradice 
of  formtr  times,  bccaufe  they  do  not 
agree  with  the  happy  fituation  we  arc 
in  at  prefent.  Authors  of  conftitutional 
tradl.s  compofe  chimerical  diflTertations 
on  the  origin  of  government,  but  neglcift 
the  fadt. — Do  not  (hefe  learned  gentle¬ 
men  know,  that  at  the ‘time  when  the 
king  made  this  demand,  he  had  a  right 
to  do  fo;  all  the  princes  of  Europe  were 
upon  the  fame  footing;  they  could  re¬ 
quire  the  attendance  of  their  fubjedls 
not  only  in  war  but  in  peace :  This  waf 
pra«ftifed  in  the  reign  queen  Elizabeth, 
and  w'as  not  aboliihedfill  that  of  Charles 
II.  But  there  was  even  then  an  ^excep¬

Poor  James  did  no  'more  than  what  was 
agreeable  to  the  feudal  fyftcm  at  that 
time.

Art.  hi.  His  majefty  the  king  of  Po-f 
land,  and  the  eftates  of  PoUikI  and 
Lithuania,  equally  renounce,  in  tho 
ftrongeft  and  moft  formal  manner,  every, 
pretenlion  they  could  have  advanced^ 
cither  now  or  hereafter,  to  any  of  tho 
provinces  hitherto  poflVffcd  by  the  fc- 
rene  houfeof  Pruflia  and  Brandenburghi 
Without  intending  to  derogate  from  thil 
general  renunciation,  they  hereby  rc^ 
uounce,  exprefoly  and  nominally,  the 
reverfton  of  the  kingdom  and  fief  of 
PrufiTia,  which  was  ftipulated  in  favour 
of  the  crown  of  Poland,  in  the  fixth  ar¬ 
ticle  of  the  treaty  concluded  at  Vclau, 
the  19th  of  September  1657;  and  in  cafe 
the  male  dclccndants  of  the  elector  Fre¬ 
derick  William  of  Brandenburgh  fhoukl 
fail,  it  is  agreed  and  confented,  that  his 
majefty  the  king  of  Pruflia,  his  heirs  and 
fuccefiTors,  as  well  male  as  female,  fliaH 
freely  poffefs  the  kingdom  of  Prr.liia  for 
ever,  w’ith  all  its  fovereignties  and  in^ 
dependencies,  fo  that  the  crown  of  Po* 
land  neither  can  nor  lhall  ever  lay  claiin 
to  the  reverfion  or  feudal  obligation,  nor 
fet  up  any  other  title,  pretext,  or  claim, 
and  to  deftroy  the  poflibility  of  futorc 
difputes  ariling  from  the  articles  of  the 
treaty  of  Velau  [which  articles  quadrate 
not  with  the  prefent  ftate  of  thingaji 
The  two  high  contrading  parties  abo- 
lifti,  by  the  prefent  treaty,  tlie  articles 
6,  7»  9»  I*’  *3.  *4f  I5> 

17,  18,  19,  and  21,  of  the  above-men* 
tioned  treaty  of  Vclau,  concluded  in  the 
year  1657,  retaining,  nevcrthclcfs,  th4 
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lorcc  and  virtue  of  thofe  other  articles 
of  the  faici  tre?;^,  whicli  are  not  hereby 
ciprcfsly  abrogaieil. 

Art.  IV.  The  king  and  eftates  of  Po¬ 
land  and  lathuania  equally  delilt  from, 
ami  renounce,  in  the  llron^jelt  and  moft 
forcible  manner  pofUble,  all  feudal  right 
of  reverlion,  and,  in  general,  all  other 
lights  and  pretenfions  which  could  have 
been  herctofi>re,  can  now,  or  may  in 
future  l>e  advanced  to  the  di(lri<fls  of 
Lauenboiirg  ami  Rutow.  They  refign 
all  their  rights  over  thefe  diltridts  to  his 
riajelty  the  king  of  Prullia,  and  confent 
that  his  laid  majeltvi  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  as  well  male  as  female,  fhali 
pofl'cfs  thefe  diltrids  for  ever,  with  all 
their  fovereignties  and  independencies, 
V’ithout  any  reverlion  or  tcuda!  obliga¬ 
tion,  and  to  obviate  any  difputes  on  this 
account,  both  the  high  contracting  par¬ 
ties  equally  abolifli  the  convention  trea¬ 
ty  of  Bydgoft,  concluded  the  6th  of  No- 
%cml>er  1657;  and  it  is  htreby  rendered 
equally  null  and  vnid,  as  if  it  had  never 
fublifted,  the  ttipulation  ex  .'epted,  which 
feciire’!  to  the  hnufe  of  Brandenbnrgh 
Ihcpolfclhin  of  the  diltriCts  of  Lauen- 
Vonrg  .and  Rutow,  nor  is  the  ferene 
houlc  to  be  InbieCt  to  IhoTc  other  Itipu- 
Utionsan<l  rt ItriCiions  contained  in  the 
Ire.aty  of  Hvdcolt. 

Am  .  V.  The  king  and  eltatcs  of  Po¬ 
land  and  4  jthuania  defilt,  as  well  nomi- 
r.ally  as  r^prcfsiy,  frt'm  laying  any  claim 
to  the  rigiit  of  re  purchafing  the  territo¬ 
ry  t'f  Draueim,  founded  on  the  treaty 
ot  Iixdgt^t,  6th  November  16 ?7.  They 
give  up  to  his  Pruirun  majelty  every 
right  i*vcr  this  diftrid  which  tl>cy  could 
or  can  Uv  claitn  to;  and  they  hereby 
rnutnt  that  his  Piuflian  majefly,  his 
heirs  and  tuccrflbrs,  as  well  male  .as  fe¬ 
male,  Ihould  freely  poflefs  the  aforefaid 
dlftiid.  ii  reT<>cably  and  for  ever,  together 
svith  ail  the  \'ropriety  and  fovereignty 
thereunto  bcionging.  So  that  the  crown 
of  Pid.ind  neither  (hall  nor  will,  at  any 
time  hereafter,  let  up  any  pretrulicn  to 
recover  the  reverlion  under  any  dcaomi- 
lution  whalf^ever. 

Art.  VI.  la  conf.deration  of  thefe  ar¬ 
rangement',  and  in  exchange  for  fuch 
cenTions  as  the  king  and  republic  of  Po¬ 
land  make  by  this  treaty  to  his  majefty 
the  king  of  PruRii,  his  Pr'iiTian  majefty 
renounces  in  behalf  of  himfelf,  his  heirs 
and  luccclVors,  as  well  male  as  female, 
la  the  Itrongcft  manner,  and  moft  per- 
fsd  form,  all  and  every  prclcnfion  which 


he  or  they  might  have  had,  or  now  hifej 
to  the  fovereignty  of  Poland,  and  tile 
grand  duchy  of  Lithuania,  under  any 
title  whatfotver.  His  Prutfian  majefty 
alfo  undertakes  to  guarantee  thofe  pro» 
vinces  which  ihall  remain  to  the  repub¬ 
lic  of  Poland  after  the  conckifion  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  and  engages  always  to 
fecure  them  to  the  utmolt  of  his  power- 
except  in  any  wars  that  may  arife  be 
tween  the  republic  of  Poland  and  the 
Ottoman  Porte. 

In  like  manner  the  4iing  and  republie 
of  Poland  flull  guarantee  to  the  king  of 
Proffia,  and  his  fucceffors,  all  thofe  pro¬ 
vinces  his  Pruflian  majefty  (hall  poifefi 
at  the  conclulion  of  this  treaty,  previ 
0U8  to  the  ratification  of  which,  it  (haH 
be  agreed,  how’ever,  that  there  fhall  be 
an  exception  made  againft  a  power  ia 
oppofuion,  to  which  the  republic,  on  its 
p.irt,  ftiall  not  be  obliged  to  maintain  i 
war. 

Art.  VII.  During  the  late  troubles  j 
with  w’hich  the  kingdom  of  Poland  was 
harrafled,  and  at  the  commencement  of 
the  war  bctw'ccn  the  empire  of  Ruffta 
and  the  Ottoman  Porte,  a  manifefto  was 
P’lblilhed,  in  which  the  infra<ftion  of  the 
treaty  of  C.arlow’itz  was  imputed  to  the 
republic  of  Poland,  from  whence  arofc 
fuipicions  and  diftrufts,  as  well  refped* 
ing  the  cflicacy  of  this  peace,  as  the  ul 
liiiiate  views  of  the  P^*rte.  With  rt* 
gard  to  the  republic  of  Poland,  his  mi 
jerty  the  king  of  Pruffia  promifes  and 
engages  his  royal  word  to  a<^t  in  concert 
with  the  two  imperial  courts,  to  defeat 
any  hoftile  views  the  Porte  ift.iy  havt 
conceived  againft  the  republic,  on  ac 
count  of  the  aforefaid  imputation,  and 
to  obtain,  by  the  mediation  of  his  good 
ofticcs,  that  the  Ottoman  Porte  (hall 
conform  to  the  terms  of  the  pacific  trea¬ 
ty  of  Carlow'itz,  now  fubfifting  in  full 
force,  and  never  having  been  infringed- 

Art.  VIII.  The  Roman  Catholics  (hall 
enjoy  in  the  ceded  provinces,  by  this  pre- 
frnt  treaty  (as  well  in  the  kingdom  of 
PrulTia  as  in  the  diftridts  of  Lauenbourg', 
Butow,  and  Drahcim),  all  their  poflef- 
hons  and  proprieties,  as  well  civil  as  re¬ 
ligious,  which  (hall  be  fecured  to  them* 
and  remain  in  their  former  (it uation; 
that  is  to  fay,  they  Ihall  enjoy  the  fame 
free  exercife  of  worfhip  and  difeipline, 
with  all  and  each  of  their  churches  and 
ecclefiaftical  eftates  that  they  poiTeflTed  at 
the  moment  they  became  the  ful^dli  of 
bis  Pruflian  majefty,  in  the  montIt  ^ 
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tptembcr  177a;  and  neither  his  faid 
jajclly,  nor  his  ruccclFors,  Hiall  cxercilc* 
ri^ht  of  fovcrcignty  to  the  prejudice 
f  mat  11  itc,  in  which  the  Roman  Catho- 
c  religion  is  ellablillied  in  the  aforc-

Art.  IX.  Llis  Pruffian  majefty  having 
ecUred  himfrlf  dcfirous,  by  the  media-- 
ion  of  his  good  offices,  to  contribute 
L)  rc  eltd>iiih  peace  and  good  order 
liii’Ughoiit  Poland*  upon  a  folid  and 
(rrinancnt  t\)undation*  hereby  engages 
o  guarantee  all  and  fuch  regulations  as

)  c  three  contraiiting  powers  in  the  diet 
low  alTemblrd  at  Warfaw,  under  the

Art.  X.  E'ery  thing  ariangcd  and 
ipuhi^td  in  thek  irealics  and  leparate 
on\enlions  taking  place  hcrc.if;er,  as 
ell  refpeding  the  commerce  of  the  two 
ationir,  and  all  ihat  bears  relation 
lereto,  lhall  have  the  fame  force  and 
rtue  as  if  inlerted  word  for  word  in 
lis  treaty. 

Art.  XL  It  being  rmpoffible  for  this 
eaty  to  comprehend  every  thing  ap- 
ertaining  to  the  profperity  and  advan¬ 
ce  of  ho^h  eftates,  another  lepaiatc  adt' 
all  be  d  .awn  up,  in  which  lhall  be  in- 
iled  whatever  it  may  be  found  proper 
o  ftipulate  and  grant  in  behalf  of  either 
iity,  or  whatever  may  be  ftipulatcdand 
f  lined  hereafter;  and  Inch  adl  lhall 
lu  vvife  be  of  equal  fuiceand  validity, 
b  if  it  conftituieil  part  of  this  treaty.

Art.  XV.  The  troops  of  his  P  uffian 
majflty  arc  to  evacuate  Pwland  Hftecia 
day^  after  the  ratitication  of  this  treaty. 

Art.  XVI.  The  prefeiil  treaty  lhall 
be  ratiBed  by  his  Pruffian  majafty  ora  * 
the  one  part,  and  by  his  majefty  the 
king  of  P«)land,  and  the  deputies  of  the 
republic  of  Poland,  in  diet  allembicd,  on 
the  other,  in  the  Ipace  of  lix  weeks,  rec¬ 
koning  from  the  day  on  which  this  trea-  • 
ty  U  Iigned,  or  fooner  if  pnffible;  and  it  ’ 
lhall  be  immediately  inferted  in  the  re-' 
cords  of  the  preient  diet.

all  his  men  were  taken,  firipped,  and 


Bonrnabat.  As  fonn  as  they  were  ifn 
red  there,  they  fet  the  Koulkiayafi  at 
liberty,  who  came  here  the  fame  even¬ 
ing.  The  a8ih  a  Tartar  arrived  from 
Confianlinople,  with  orders  from  the 
Porte  not  to  deliver  the  lady  to  .any  one 
.as  the  Porte  took  her  under  its  protcc 
tion;  But  thefe  orders  came  too  late. 
Every  body  is  imp.atient  fo  know  what 
further  fieps  the  Porte  w'ill  take  in  this 
ariair.  In  the  interim,  we  hear,  that 
Ay  as  Ag.i  conduifted  the  lady  to  Perga- 
mo,  and  gave  her  over  to  Scnfoveli.”

they  fought.  That,  fiippofing  them  to 
be  rather  inclined  to  a  Popilh  govern- 
Hu  nt,  than  the  mild  fovercignty  of  their 
prefmt  monarch,  this  ad  would  totally 
deflroy  their  intentions,  and  rob  them 
ol  the  means  which  might  carry  on  a 
war;  for  It  is  well  known  that  a  man  in 
pi'liVflion  of  twenty  thoiifand  'pounds 
I'pccie  would  at  any  time,  with  that  fum, 
do  mere  mifehief  in  a  week  than  a  man 
of  tvn  thoufard  a  year  could  polTibly 
rlTi  lit  in  twelve  months.  That  for  this, 
if  for  no  other  reafon,  we  ought  to  en¬ 
deavour  at  drawing  from  their  hands 
tt  cie  d  ingerous  weapons,  and,  by  giving 
them,  at  the  time  we  deprive  them  of 
thole  powers  againlt  us,  an  intereft  to  be 
our  friends,  infurc  their  allegi«incc  and 
tiu'ii  fidi lily  for  ever.  That  the  greateft 
political  monarch  Europe,  or  perhaps 
the  world  ever  faw,  v^as  at  this  very 
time  giving  encouragement  to  the  ba- 
nillied  Jefuits,  in  oppofition  to  the  man¬ 
dates  of  the  papal  chair,  and  in  dired 
coniradidion  to  the  univerfal  oppofition 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  princes. 

In  anlwcr  to  this,  it  was  objeded  by 
t’.c  hilhop  of  Dublin,  Corke,  and  Ch‘yne, 
tluit  taking  off  from  the  laws  againlf  Po- 
p<  ry  vva^  iniuring  the  Proteftant  religion ; 
tint  giving  them  a  power  to  become 
iru'rtgagtes,  was  vtftingin  the  Papal  chair, 
to  whvim  thefe  minions  payed  the  moft 
iniplicil  r»bedience,  an  auttiority  which, 
in  limtr,  might  overturn  the  general  fyf- 
tem  of  the  eftablillied  government ;  for 
it  is  well  known,  that  the  power  which 
(Siocey  has  over  the  bcact  of  mao,  can 


fometimes  purchafe  his  integrity  at  thip 
price  of  his  foul ;  and  that  the  current 
fpecie  of  the  kingdom,  though  drawn 
from  the  pockets  of  the  Papifts,  yet 
gave  them  in  lieu  the  landed  property  of 
Ireland ;  that  thus,  in  pi.ireflion  of  that 
more  fubftantial  fccurity,  they  would 
cxercife  their  authority  with  the  molt 
unrelenting  rigour;  that  by  thus  having 
at  their  dilpofal  the  power  of  dihreding 
the  perfun  to  whom  they  lent  their  mo¬ 
ney,  the  freedom  of  elcdion,  that  bul-; 
wark  of  the  conftitution,  would  be  in-' 
vaded;  as  at  any  time  a  Ihrug,  a  wink, 
or  a  nod  from  the  Popilh  ufurer,  would 
convey  to  the  man  who  mortgaged  his 
edate,  that  he  muft  either  vote  on  the 
fide  which  his  creditor  pointed  out,  or 
the  mortgage  fhould  be  inftantly  fore- 
cloftd;  that  this  ad  W’ould  prevent  con- 
verfion  to  the  Proteftant  religion,  by 
giving  to  Papifts  that  advantage,  which, 
might,  in  fome  meafure,  if  with- held, 
be  the  means  of  bringing  them  into  a 
right  way  of  thinking;  that  there  was  a 
recent  inftance  of  a  reputable  man  in  this 
city,  who,  becaufe  he  could  not  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  a  Proteftant,  laid  out 
his  money  in  a  foreign  country ;  but  that 
there  the  laws  were  fo  arbitrary,  atid 
defpotifm  fo  powerful,  that  he  ferioufly 
confidered  of  a  return,  fold  his  eftate, 
came  back,  read  his  recantation,  pur-, 
chafed  in  his  native  country,  and  became 
a  Proteftant  fubjed;  that  if  money  then 
had  been  fuflfered  to  be  taken  from  Papifts 
bn  mortgages  this  additional  ftrength  to 
to  the  rftabliilied  religion  had,  perhaps, 
never  happened. 

Soine  amendments  were  then  made  to 
the  bill  by  lord  Mountmorres,  and  the  fe- 
cond  reading  ordered  for  the  firft  Tburf- 
day  after  the  rcccfs.

We  are  adviled  from  Carllfle,  that 
corn  in  general  has  fallen  confiderably  in 
the  prices  of  late;  and  that  oats  now  fell 
fiom  4  s.  to  5  8.  and  barley  from  7  s.  to 
S  8.  per  bulha,  equal  to  three  Winchc- 
ller,  and  wheat,  &c.  in  proportion. 

By  a  letter  from  Dumfries,  we  are  in¬ 
formed,  that,  on  Chriftmas-day  Uft,  fome 
gentlemen  of  that  place  w^ent  on  a  vifit 
to  the  honfc  of  an  acq'uainiance,  about 
eight  miles  from  Dumtriei.  In  the  eve- 
oing  a  difputc  happened  betwixt  twd  of 
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thrm,  ami  ox\e  of  them  going  for  a  book 
•to  drtfrmiw  iHc  point,  he  unluckily 
‘nifflrri!  a  foot,  fell  down  ft.airs,  and  frac¬ 
tured  his  fkul!  in  fu:h  a  manner,  that  he 
died  in  half  an  hour  after,  lie  has  left 
41  widow  and  fix  chddrer.. 

\Vc  arc  informed  from  OUfgow,  that, 
on  Thurfday  l^fi,  a  farmer’s  fervant  was 
c<tm milted  to  priion  for  attempting  to 
pafs  three  twenty  (hilling  notes,  forged 
•cn  the  Bicrchant  banking  company  of 
,lhat  place.  The  only  account  he  gives 
is,  that  he  found  thefc  notes,  on  the  17th 
November  lafl,  in  the  neighbourhood  of

the  contents  t*f  Tome  of  them  abfiraiSted.

ibme  iveople  of  F.l^in  had  gone  up  the 
<*otinlry  a  fVsv  miles,  attended  by  John 
Etrror,  a  (her:{f  ofiVer,  to  cxcctde  a 
poinding;  but  unoTj  their  return  home, 
they  wc’-e  fepsrated,  throfigh  the  vii>- 
lence  of  the  doim.  Three  of  them,  next 
day,  after  the  gicatell  fatigue,  providtti- 
fi4riy  rraebrd  a  houfe  in  the  adiacent 
hdi'i;  but  n  itfing  their  attendant  the 
o:hrer.  the  people  of  the  houte  humane¬ 
ly,  .It  the  riik  1 1  their  lives,  went  in  qued 
»>f  htm;  and  after  great  trouble,  they 
found  him  frozen  to  tl>e  ground,  and 
jlruggbog  in ‘he  agonies  of  death.  He 
was,  with  dihu'ulty,  brought  with  life  to 
the  ho  jfe,  where  he  ftiil  lies,  but  pall 
ixccverv. 


We  hear  from  Huntly,  that  there  die4 
lately  in  that  place,  James  Cruickflunk, 
an  errand  runner,  and  the  moft  perfir^i 
milcr  upon  e.irth.  He  never  lighted  lire 
or  candle  in  his  boufe,  nor  ever  eat  or 
drank  therein,  fave  what  ‘  victuals  he 
brought  iu  his  pi>cket^rom  his  laft  em¬ 
ployer,  find  never  bought  a  coat  in  bit 
life. — When  death  made  his  awful  ap. 
proach,  with  relticiance  and  difficulty  He 
pointed  to  the  place  where  his  gold  lay, 
lii  a  hole  of  the  fioor  were  60  guineat; 
in  another  40 1.  infiiver;  and  in  an  oM 
b'^x,  thriift  in  a  third  hole,  was  60 1.  in 
(ilver.  Beftdes  the  chief  treafure,  he  had 
many  halfpence,  and  only  two  bank 
notes;  for  he  always  abhorred  paper 
money.  He  had  alfi)  a  large  parcel  of 
nail:.,  horfe-fli.es,  &c.  W’hirh  he* had 
picked  unon  the  road. 

On  Monday  lafl,  as  tw’O  yemng  ladi 
've»e  diverting  themfelves  on  the  ice  on 
thetown  loch  of  Dumfermline,  the  ice 
ftiddenly  giving  w'ay,  one  of  them  unfur 
tu*ntcly  perifhed. 

Wc  hear  from  MufTelburgh,  that,  on 
Tuefday  fe'en-night,  a  child  of  ahont 
four  year?  of  age  fell  into  the  mill-dam 
there;  and,  having  Iain  about  a  qii.-irter 
of  an  hour  unobferved,  was  taken  out 
for  dead  ;  when  Mr  Stuart,  a  furgeon  of
